Springfield, III., Aug. 21— The Dcileon 
organization swept everything, before it 
today, putting its program through the 
Republican itnte convention without co li- 
te it or controversy. In four hours, record* 
smaihing time, the 1,582 delegates nom- 
inated the above ticket, each member of 
'which wag tbo choice of the administra- 
tion, adopted a plntform and bolted for 
their trains. 

Of the "mutiny" incited by Senator A. 
J. Hopkins under the guise of n "Cullom 
movement," nothing remained but the 
echo of a low moan. 

Senator Cullom, himself, aa victor at the 
primaries, waa indorsed for re-election', 
■while Speaker Cunnon, as a "ton of Illi- 
nois, 1 ' was mounted on the party elephant 
and aped on . Ida way toward tlie White 
House, all of which tended to bring aolidity 
to the new alignment. , 

Tho control held hy the organization was 
so complete that everything was done by 
unanimous vote. On the first ballot the 
delegates adhered strictly to their instruc- 
tions, hut on the second pall tbo movement 
toward administration candidates was so 
pronounced that the others, aecing tbe tide 



running io strongly against them, with' 
drew their names. 

On the state trentursbip the first ballot 
pave Rutscl 689 voles and SmuUJti 022. 
they being tbe leading candidates. Be- 
tween roll calls the Rutscl men tried to 
create a ittiuipedo, The band blared out, 
and two men bearing a banner danced in 
a frenzy up the aisle. There was much 
tumult, but most of tbe delegates jawncd 
nnd refused to take interest in tbe at* 
tempt to buffalo them. 

On tbe second poll the rush toward SmuU 
ski waa so great that he lined up 1,124 
votes to Ruasel'a 388 before the latter re- 
tired from the field. 

Tbe tido was flowing still more swiftly 
when the position of superintendent of 
public instruction was taken up. On the 
first ballot tbo delegates were scattered, 
Bangs holding 461, Rlair lW/>. Edwards 
185' and Kimzey 235#. The two latter 
pulled out, leaving the field open to Bangs 
and Blair, hut hy tbo time the seventeenth 
ward of Chicago was reached on the second 
'poll the delogates were voting almost solid 
for Blair; and, Bangs withdrew. 

The rest of it was still easier. .Only five 
candidates were put up for four positions 
on the hoard of trustees of the University 
of Illinois. One vote sufficed to put on the 
the ticket the four candidates whom the 
organization supported nt the behest of 
educational leaders from all over the state.

NEW Dl NEARLY COMPLETED 

Big Force of Laborers Working Day 
and Night on Improvement 



According to contract the new For river 
dam at McHenry should have been com- 
pleted by Tuesday, and failure to do so, a 
daily forfeiture of 850 was to be made by 
the contractors to tbe Fox Lake Navigable 
Association, but on account of the quick- 
sand encountered, the committee, whohuve 
the matter In cbargff, have extended tho 
time twelve days longer. .Large forces of 
men are at work day and night on the big 
improvement. Powerful nrc lamps turn 
night into day and a force oE forty masons 
and laborers toll during the long night 
hours to get tbe work finished. 

One of tbe most Important adjuncts to 
the dam will he n large lock, which will 
permit boats of all descriptions, from a 
steamer to a row boat, to pass up and 
down tbe river. Between Algonquin and 
tho lakes the river will be n navigable 
sit earn for ht earners and launches. Tbe 
lock will Ijp 15x80 feet, and inches below 
the bed of the river and is built of solid 
concrete, with heavy wood swing gates. 

The dam is 215 feet wide, and 15 feet 
wide oak piles are driven in nnd cut off 
with low water mark, Flush hoards will 
be constructed oh top of the dam to regu- 
late the water supply. Tbe committee,

So widespread nutl so great Is the 
dlsnster thnt It was Impossible as yet 
to gather mnre than the most frag- 
mentary details', but enough Is known 
to make It sure that the catastrophe 
ranks eeeohd only to that In Snu Frnu- 
clKeo. Ah was the ease In San Fran- 
cisco, fainluetbreateiis tlm lens of thou- 
sands of survivors of the earthquake. 

The earthquake caused fiueh terrible 
Immediate damage that all communica- 
tion was stopped between Chile ami the 
remainder of the world. The most ter- 
rible rumors were atloat lu Argentina 
and Jlnizll its to the extent of tlie Chi- 
lean disaster, some reports being to tbo 
effect thnt not only has Valparaiso 
been largely destroyed but t tint the 
earthnuuko has caused sweeping loss lu 
life ami property from one end- of Chile 
to the. other. According to some ofthcHo 
reports, Chile la snld to he a laud of 
wreck, devolution nntl dentil from the 
southern to the northern boundary. 

Ship* I. out In llnrlior. 

Following the first shock, which crime 
without warn lug nnd was of terrific 
force, a tidal wave ,awept hi from the 



feriio of death, suffering and desola- 
tlou. 

Ground! Ihc Antlca. 

From the few details of the earth- 
quake obtainable It appears that the 
disturbance passed south along the Pa- 
ct lie coast and cross the Andes at 
Iluenos Ayres. During the night the 
volcano of Tupungato Was heard roar- 
ing, and the people: tied to tlm churches 
to pray for safety. At Snn Juan, lu 
the Andes, high winds accompli tiled the 
shocks. 

The shock around Los Amies was 
severe,' and It Is fenced that the town 
has been destroyed. The shocks, also 
seriously affected the towns of RosarJo. 
A mints, Ulojii. San Luis, and Tiicumati. 
The disturbance was felt at some points 
hi the Argentine republic. 

The earth ana ke oeetirred about 8 
o'clock Thursday evening, and It was 
of Hueli tremendous violence thnt the 
seismographs lu Washington. Hn Ill- 
more and other American cities regis- 
tered the shocks plainly. Iu Uultlmorc 
the needle was thrown off the register- 
lug cylinder.

ocean, Many vessels were borne aloft 
by It nnd hurled IiIrU mid dry ashore 
where .their wrecks aro now lying..

The da'inngn to the shipping Is be- 
yond computation.

quake belt, The city was partly de- 
stroyed lu 1BH5 by a' seismic shock, anil 
many people lost their lives. In 1880 
another enrtbqunko visited the city nnd 
caused considerable damage,' though 
the loss of life was Insignificant 

There have been' shocks of. less vio- 
lent: nature In' other years. The recur* 
ring ill st nr hmices have caused some of 
tlm rosi dents of the city to build with 
a view to earthquake real stance, hut; 
tii'tho-maln the town's structures out- 
side of the busluesa center, are- frail. 
In one densely populated section the 
streets are tortugua and narrow nnd 
the dwellings are go built as' to offer 
weak resistance to an earth disturb- 
ance, -

Early' attempts with nlfalfa are like- 
ay to prove a failure unions tbo.pecuDnr 
requirements of the young plants are 
fhorqughly understood and tbo many 
pitfalls guarded against. It Is host to 
start with a smnll patch— an aero or 
less— and to make from four- to eight 
subdivisions and giro each n different 
treatment as regarda fertilizer, lime, 
method of seeding, etc. In this way 
tho exporlenco which -would'. 'otherwise, 
require a number of seasons to procure 
can W obtained at tbo end of tho. first 
year. 

FroDBSftttlnsT Apple Trees. . 

.Apples are propagated either by root 
grafting or by budding on seeding 
stocks. If ■ tho former Is employed, 
scions of tho varlotlea chosen are united 
to 1-year^oid roots by the whip, or 
tongue-grafting method*. Sometimes 
jrt*jcjeni and long riots are 



whole root graft, and sometimes long 
scions and short pieces of roots nro 
used, wbon tbo result It known as a 
piece root graft Root grafting Is dono 
at any time during winter or early 
spring. If budding Is resorted to, the 
seedling stocks ore lined out in spring 
and budded close to the ground in sum- 
mer by the Thudding, or shlold-bud 
method. 

Oil I nee* fi«o»« Oood Layer. 

Often difficulty la experienced In get- 
ting the old farmyard geeso to lay ear- 
ly In the season, but that may bo sur- 
mounted if the Ghlnoeo variety be mora 
extensively kopt The Chinese goose 
la a most prolific layer, and tbo Sub 
makes excellent eating. 8o long as tbo 
bugo fat geese aro not In demand, the 
smaller and more profitable Chinese 
may bo taken up with advantage. Per- 
haps tho best crossbred goose for gen- 
oral early marketing pnrposei Is that 
produced from mating a Chinese gander 
with a Toulouse goose, bat If a larger 
supply ot egga Is required, tho mating 
should be reversed. In either case tho 
youngsters are extremely hardy, grow- 
ing and feathering more quickly than 
any other breed or cross. They should 
attain a weight of eight or nine pounds 
by the end of the summer with very lit- 
tle hand feeding* 

An worn.* Grotrlns tfl Favor, 

The value of grade Angora goats, 
says American Sheep Breeder, depends 
chiefly on how well they are bred. Low 
grade Angoras with only two or three 
crosses of Angora blood should ha 
worth In Oklahoma {2.60 or $2.76 a 
head. A better grade of Angoras, say 
three-quarter blood, probably would 
cost $3.60 a head. Mohair Is worth 
this year from 25 to 40 cents a pound, 
depending upon the length, fineness 
and condition of tho hair. There Is 
no doubt Mr. Blair, about the future 
of the Angora busjnejjfc The Angora 
Is already a national Institution In this 
country and Is here to t^ay, and wo are 
ptcasSl to say to you that Angoras aro 
growing steadily In favor each year. 
On new, wild, brushy land they are 
Simply Invaluable and a hundred of 
them are worth more to clear up a new 
farm than the best, two woodsmen that 
ever wielded an axe, because they clean 
It up thoroughly, having no live roots 
or sprouts behind them. 

Strawberry. Plantlnv, . 

If you do not have a strawberry bed 
In your garden and want one, August 
Is a good time to start It, provided you 
plant pot-grown plants. 

These pot-grown plants are runners 
which were rooted In pots early In tho 
season. 

You could not use at this season 
plants which .had not been pot-grown 
because the pots would he so badly 
damaged In the transplanting that they 
could not furnish the plant with tho 
amount of water which It would de- 
mand, ' That kind of plant known as 
"layer plants" may bo set out In Sep- 
tember, hut they would not give you 
any fruit next spring under ordinary 
cultivation, while pot-grown plants set 
out In August will bear next spring. 

In a bed 10x20 feet one may grow 
100 plants. If the boIMb a heavy clay 
thoroughly work Into It a dressing sev- 
eral Inches la thickness, of coal ashes, 
and half a ton ot manure, before set- 
ting the plants. As soon as the ground 
freezes, spread another half ton of ma- 
nure over tho bed as a mulch. 

The following spring, as soon as tho 
first leaves show above the mulch, pull 
tho manure away from the crowns of 
the plants, and work It Into tbo soil. 
Such a bed will bear more strawber- 
ries than a family of three can eat 
fresh.

One must bo 
ever vlgllnut and constantly nggresalvo 
In tho warfare agnlust these pests In 
order to even'kcop them In subjection, 
says Mottle -Webster In Poultry Topics, 
Whop a breeder tells me tbat not a 
louse or mite can bo found In Uls or 
her poultry domain I cannot help think- 
ing, that ii thorough investigation of tho 
houses would discover some ot these 
tormom a hidden away under perches or 
In seme dark corner. Why this doubt 
of my brother or sister breeder's asser- 
tion, do you ask? Well, tbo time ,yan 
when I undo like insertions, and 
thought truthfully, but I had n rude 
awnkeulng from my dream ot lousclesa 
and ml teless houses and fowls. Just as 
soon as I became aware' of tho presence 
of llco a general eloaulng was the or-' 
der of tbo day, but never, elnco hhvp I 
declared ns systematically as In tbo 
times before I discovered tho uuwel- 
come resldcutB that there were neither 
lice nor mites lu.my "poultry house. 
Whether you know that there are Ilea 
or mites present or not, It will dp no 
harm to, treat the houses. as if you were 
sure tbo unwelebmo insects were there. 
Spray the 'porches often wl tb . kerosene 
and -crude carbolic acid mixed, or with 
some one of tho good Hoc killers on the 
market and occasionally dust the fowls 
well with a good lusect powdsc;

Breeding close to the Messenger blood, 
through Ilauibletonlnu, litis certainly 
Increased the Hpeod of our trotters, ami, 
admitting that tho Instinct of trotting 
litis been more firmly Impressed, yet 
there is a much larger proportion of 
failures, compared with the success at- 
tained, If the fuet Is considered that 
the number of the whole Is many times 
greater than thnt of halt a eentuoy 
ago. The form of tbo trotter, ns well 
as that of the thoroughbred, shows 
plainly tbo .work of Inbreeding, for 
while the spirit and will .force have 
been Increased, it linn required nn oc- 
casional Infusion of new blood (not, 
however, altogether foreign) to retain 
the stamina bo essentia] to rondstera. 
Tho thoroughbred runner of to-day Is 
largely Indebted to DIomcd, Sir Arclty, 
Glencae and Lexington for Improve- 
ment in endurance and speed. 

Tho mutton breeds of sheep are now 
capable of producing specimens exceed- 
ing 400 pounds live weight, with also 
an Increase In length of wool mid 
weight of fleece, while the best meri- 
nos can shear over thirty pounds. 

Every decade has witnessed the 
breaking of "records" among nil classes 
of nnlmals, which Is the best evidence 
that Improvement is rapid, much of 
the success being due to inbreeding, n 
system that Is unsafe unless practiced 
by one who fully understands the se- 
lection of the choicest Individuals, their 
adaptation to circumstances and the ob- 
ject* sought to bo accomplished.

Numerous Inquiries hove como Into 
tho office of tho Ithode island Experi- 
ment Stat I ou regarding tho cause of 
the frothy masses on grass ami other 
herbaceous plants ntid ou shrubs and 
trees. Popularly this has been ascrib- 
ed to frogs and snakes mid named ei- 
ther frog or snake spittle, as tho case 
might be. In fact, It In due to a small 
insect belonging to the Honilptcrn or 
true bugn, wblch live lusldo tho frothy 
muss. Commonly these Insects arc call- 
ed spittle Insects for obvious reasons, 
and ulBO.frog hoppers, becaue of their 
connection with the frothy mass which 
was formerly known as frog spittle, or 
because in their broad, squatty ap- 
pearance when mature, tbey resemble 
frogs to some extent H Is not known 
exactly how tho frothy mats Is pro- 
duced, but It Is supposed that the in- 
sect pumps the sap out of the plants, 
mid In passing It through tho alimen- 
tary canal mixes nlr with It to form 
small air bubbles. There arc quite ■ 
number of species found at the present 
time, some living on grass, others on 
shrubs, and also on trees, both ever- 
green and deciduous. Most of the spe- 
cies have their early or nymph stage 
entirely within tbo protection of the 
frothy mass. When adult. However, 
tbey are found outside In tho open air. 






Feedlnr Gluten Mcnl. 

Gluten feed Is very valuable In the 
dairy, rich In protein and something of 
which the stock are very fond, It can 
be profitably used If handled rightly; 
on the other hand there is opportunity 
to feed it extravagantly as well ns 
to feed so much of It tbat the cows 
will bo Injured. It should be invaria- 
bly fed with some other grain, ami If 
other concentrated foods are used It 
Is better not to feed the gluten dally. 
If, however, bran Is used to a consid- 
erable extent tho gluten feed may be 
safely made a part of the dally ration. 
While gluten meal Is frequently fed 
with ground corn and cob meal, and 
fed inexpensively in this wny, we pre- 
fer to uso It with cornmeal and bran, 
about three pounds of gluten meal to 
two pounds each of the bran and corn- 
meal, giving, of course, a liberal quan- 
tity of roughage. As gluten produces 
considerable body hent, and more when 
fed In conjunction with cornmeal, it 
Is essentially a valuable winter feed, 
but la best cut out of the summer ra- 
tion.

In changing the top of large trees, 
such branches only should bo cut as 
Ml! Insure a well-balanced top. Two 
Dr three years will be required for 
grafting a large tree, it will not do to' 
slaughter all the brauolies at once. It 
would bo llahlo to glvo a shock from 
wblch the tree, would nover recover. 
Some of tho small side branches or 
limbs grafted should be allowed to re- 
main the first year, at* least, and 
pruned off when the, grafts' have at- 
tained considerable siae. It must not 
be Inferred that grafting li limited to 
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Htneklnsr Arri»nnr«m*nt, 

The two pole stacking arrangement 
bore shown can be readily constructed.

, To Combat Co. l> bn -re Mmraots. 

For cabbage maggot use lime or wood 
nsbes, or both mixed, sprinkling them 
over the soil and plants. But a new 
remedy used last year was made from 
a very strong soapsuds, to which was 
added orio^Iut of crude carbolic acid 
to a gallon of the boiling suds, and 
the mixture made Into an emulsion by 
shaking It together In a tightly covered 
pall. Tako (his emulsion mid add to 
thirty times Its bulk of water, and use- 
freely around the plants. Of course 
this remedy would not be practical ou 
a very largo area, but for those who 
raise only a few cabbages It seems to 
be the best plan there Is. , The large 
growers do not bother much with reme- 
dies, but rely on using fresh ground 
about every year to prevent attack by 
such pests, 

F*>rnire nnil SolUnsr Crop*. 

Of the crops grown during the threo 
years at the Pennsylvania Station sor- 
ghum nnd cowpeos produced the larg- 
est yield of green substance per aero 
and alfalfa the greatest weight of air- 
dry substance. Both crops aro consid- 
ered very satisfactory as green forage. 
Corn grown as n sluglo crop ranked 
second in tho production of air-dry 
matter. Field peas and oats are also 
considered^ very satisfactory field crops. 
Flat peas and rape are not recommend- 
ed. Cowpeas are considered preferable 
to soy beans. 

Floffas Clover Seed. 

Tbo clover seed business Is being 
closely watched by agents of tho De- 
partment of Agriculture. Of 521 sam- 
ples of red clover obtained In the open 
mil i It et 110 sutiiples were fouud to con- 
tain seed of, the dodder, fire samples 
wore adulterated with seed of yollow 
trlfoll, a worthless plant, of which the 
seed resembles the clover. In fact, 
cattle have been made sick by eating 
clover mixed with the trlfoH plant, 
while the dodder plant Is a still mora 
serious post

Fasten the vine to 
the loops wherever desired by meuns of 
rihort pieces of galvanized wire bent to 
it circular form. One great advantage 
of this method is that the various parts 
of the vine may be chnnged In position 
every season or oftener ns occasion re- 
quires without disturbing the whole 
vine, and one part or another of the 
space to be covered may Iks more or 
less thickly covered a s one may wish.

A. It. was In line Wednesday at Minne-

The pa rude was a uotable affair aa 
such things go, well handled, Quick 
moving and Inspiring to look upon.

Over the heads of the veterans os 
they mnrchod along countless Hags' 
eunpped in the breexe and their Ihv.'s 
passed , between buildings gorgeousdy 
decorated In their honor. The plaudits 
of the crowd were in their ears, Un- 
consciousness of glory, won by valor, 
was In their hearts and they bore with 
them the knowledge of the world's ap- 
proval for work most nobly done..

Army visitors devoted themselves to

Enormous prices hare been paid 
for chairs in recent years, notably 
$100,000 for a sot of halt u dozen Louis 
XIV chairs, upholstered In Gobelin tap- 
estry, which were originally mado for 
Marie Antoinette. Even this price, by 
the way, was exceeded by the sums 
paid for three of the Hamilton palace 
tables, one of which brought ¥30,000. 

A most valuable and historically in- 
teresting suite of furniture is thnt 
which more than a century ago was 
presented by Warren Hastings to Tip- 
poo Sahib and which was purchased nt 
the Londesborough sale for $.7,000. The 
suite consists of a card table, a sofa, 
two small cublnutH and four armchairs, 
all of solid Ivory most exquisitely carv- 
ed. But probably the most costly chair 
in the world Is one of the muuy treas- 
ures ot Uie shah of Persia. It Is of 
solid gold, thickly Iiierosted with dia- 
monds, rubies, pearls and Kupplilrcs, 
end Its vnluo Is estimated at $500,000. 
Tn the House of Com mo us at Westmin- 
ster' nro two n nucha Irs which mice be- 
longed to Gladstone, and one of which 
was his favorltu seat when at Downing 
street

among tlio effects of n Mine. Borg, a 
widow, who died at Dellys, tin Algerian 
seuport town.

HISTORY IS 1,000 YEARS OLDER, 



Prof. Jnmeii II. Drcnntcd Tell* of 
TtutT DlNcovcrr In Nile Valley* 

One thousand ye'nrs has been added to 
the nutheltic history of the world by 
Prof. James II. Breasted of the Uni- 
vrrsity of Chicago, who has just returned 
from nip expedition to the 'Upper Nile. 

Tho professor and his associates dis- 
covered that the calendar was begun In 
-12-11 B. C. nnd nn elaborate article In tlio 
current Issue of tho Biblical World tells 
nil nbout It. 

In tho period from 110-141 to 143-144 
A. D. the calendar coincide d with the 
sensons and the rising of thc.Sosthls took 
place on the first day of the. calendar 
year. An entire revolution was completed 
at that time. 

"That revolution must hare begun 1,400 
years earlier — tlmt Is. In 1320 B. 0./' saya 
Prof. Breasted. "The next earlier revolu- 
tion must have begun In 27S0 B. C — 
that Is : nt about the beginning of the 
age nt which we are first able to observe 
contemporary Indications of tho shift. 

"This carries us 1,-100 years back of 
their colucldenco In the old kingdom — 
that Is, tha calendar was introduced In the 
middle of tho forty-third ceuttiry B. 0. 
(-1241 B. 0,). This is the oldest fixed 
data In history,"

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Remains of Frank Kingman Found 
in a Spring on His Farm 



Tbe town of Salon), Wis,, and id fact 
tbo entire Kenoabu county, was shocked 
WednesdAy afternoon of last wrekwIiW it 
wns reported thnt the lifeless remains ,of 
Frank Kingman, one of the best known 
farmers of tho town, bad been found in 
tho big spring southeast of the burn on the 
Kinsrmnn farm. . Tito mnnner of the death 
of the well known farmer and poll Li clan ia 
shrouded in mystery but it in thought thnt' 
ho had gone to the spring lo get a drink 
and whilu kneeling over the water ho wi« 
seized with heart disease nnd died. ,the 
lifeless remains fulling into the water. 
Physicians who cin mined tho retain n» 
later in tho afternoon. Btated that it wan 
evident thnt Mr. Kingman had not died 
from drowning. 

Mr. Kingman laid been in had health 
for some time and (several time* during 
the Itut few monthtt he had ' been seized 
•with heart; disease nnd di7,zinoss. "*On 
Wednesday, however; ho seemed to ho in 
good spirits and he had been about the 
farm .during tho morning end had caten^n 
hearty dinner at noon. .last after dinner, 
as was his custom. Mr. Kingman walked 
■down to get a drink. His dog trotted 
along after him and a boy who had been 
playing abont tho spring noticed him go 
to the spring and drink. The boy thought 
nothing more of the incident. , A few 
minutes later the attention of tho boy was 
attracted by the howling of tho dog. nnd 
going to tho spring the boy discovered, 
that the faithful animal was attempting to

In (lie .water. As soon its possible the men 
about the farm , were summoned and the 
body wa* soon removed from the spring 
nnd taken to tho homo. 
' Efforts to revive the mnn were futile, 
nnd physicians who were summoned de- 
clared thnt he had died instantly from 
heart dj 8 case, Ko inquest over., the re- 
mains was held. The spring in which the 
body was found is one of tho largest In the 
county, nnd it was used lo supply wntcr 
for the farm. It is stated that the water 
tri the middle of the spring is more thnn 
forty feet deep, but the water where the 
body wns found was comparatively shallow. 
The funeral was held from the Into resi- 
dence of the deceased Friday afternoon, 
and the interment was in tbe Kingman tot 
at. tho cemetery at Trevor. 
I The death of Frank Kingman marks the 
passing of a mnn who has been actively 
connected with tho history of .the county. 
Mr. Kingmnn wnB about fifty- five years of 
age, He was the son of tho late Ehenezer 
W. Kingman, one of the pioneer settlers 
of the (own of Salem, nnd he wnB horn on 
the form on which he died, Mr. Kingman 
was a Democrat, and had been prominent 
in tbe leadership of tho party in the coun- 
ty. He had been town chairman of tbe 
town of Salem for many - term*, and had 
held other minor office?, He is survived 
by a widow, and by his aged mother, who 
rondo her home with him.

Roscoe Siver Former Anliocfi Man Stab- 
bed at Kenosha. 

| Roscoe SiveV, a teamster employed by 
the Peter Fisher Jr., Co., is confined to 
bis room nt262 Park street Kenosha, suE 
ferisg with two bad knife, wounds in his 
side and bock nnd John Burk, another 
teamBter employed by the same company 
occupies a cell at the county jail charged 
•with assault with intent to do' great bod- 
ily harm. " 

The cntting affray which occurred on 
Market Btreet lata Friday "afternoon, cans 
ed great excitement nnd it wns at first re- 
ported that Siver had been murdered. 
Burk was captured in Rncine three boms 
after the cutting and admitted hia part in 
the affray when taken to Kenosha jast be 
fore midnight. He declares that ho struck 
in Belf defense and alleged that the trou- 
ble grew out of the fact that he refused to 
join the. teamsters anion of the city. This 
fact ib denied by Siver and by other mem- 
bers of the onion who witnessed the cut- 
ting nnd they declare tbe act of Burk was 
entirely inexcusable. 

Siver is resting easy but tbe physicians 
cannot yet tell what the outcome of his 
injuries may bo. His escape from death 
was a narrow one. One of the -blows 
from the knife pierced bis right side and 
struck a rib and' this , probably saved his 
life-. The other cut from the knife is in 
the bock, near the spine,

. This is the question nt the Kenosha sher- 
iff's office, for sheriff Voil'ch has received 
ii If Iter from sheriff Cbarlea Cambell, nt 
Enid, Okla, elating that a mnn supposed 
to be Bradley wiis in Enid Oklahoma 
and thnt the officials had him under guard 
pending' word from Kenosha officials. 

Sheriff Veitcii nt onco wired a descrip- 
tion of Bradley to tbe Oklhoma sheriff nnd 
asked that he at once be communicated 
with in regard to the case. A warrant 
charging Bradley with murder in the first 
degree is now in the hands of Sheriff Veitch 
and it is possible that he will leave in a 
short time for Enid to make n personal 
Investigation of tbe man supposed to be 
Bradley. 

It is thought that the man must have 
betrayed himself, as no card containing a 
description of Bradley had been sent to 
Oklahoma. Bradley is wanted in Kenosha 
on n charge of wanton murder .of Clifford 
L. Smith, a contractor, at a road near 
Berryville, north of Kenosha, on the morn- 
ing of June 27, Smith wns shot down in 
cold blood, and the murderer, after wait- 
ing about the scene of tbe crime for sev- 
eral hours nnd talking with men about the

Uciieml Min, commander of the Seiu- 
luovsky Guard Itegluieut and a per- 
sonal adjutant la the suite of the Cxnr, 
was assassinated Smidtiy night nt Pe- 
terhof by n young woman, who II red 
five sltots Into his body nml then sub- 
mitted to nrrcst. The capture of the 
girl was effected by General Mln's 
wife, who held her until the arrival of 
an officer. Any of the five wounds In- 
flicted by the girl's bullets would have 
resulted fatally. 

This act of terrorism, following 
closely Saturday's unsuccessful attempt 
on the life of Premier Stolyptu, with 
Its sickening slaughter of #MiIrty-two 
persons, together with other develop- 
in cuts of the day In the reign of vio- 
lence, has caused the utmost alarm In 
olllchil circles. 

One of these developments was nn at- 
tempt on the life of General Kaulhars, 
governor of Odessa, A girl dropped n 
bomb In the Nicholas boulevard fifty 
paces from the palace of the governor. 
There was n deafening detonation mid 
n wild stampede of the proutemulers. 
No one wits injured except the glr), 
whose hand was shattered. It Is suji- 
jKisod that the 'bomb accidentally fell 
from her hand us she was making her 
way to the door or the palace, She and 
another girl and a university student 
who was accompanying them were ar- 
rested. 

The Increased activity of the "reds" 
has caused renewed talk of a military 
dictatorship. According to n report cur- 
rent u meeting of the caiuitrllla dis- 
cussed the question at Petcrhof and a 
majority was In favor of such a step. 

Two other attempts had been made 
recently on the lire of General Mln, 
who was condemned to death by the 
terrorists Immediately after the Mos- 
cow revolt last December on account 
of the stent repression p met iced by a 
battalion under his coiunumd und espe- 
cially for the wholesale execution of 
persons condemned by drumhead court- 
martial for being caught with nrms In 
their hands.

ADOPTS REFORMED SPELLING. 

President Wit Use Sua Method In 
Al nnistiul IlukumeittM, . 

President Roosevelt the other day an- 
nounced that he has ntlopted thn Carne- 
gie reform spelling nnd that he has In- 
structed the public printer that all official 
documents from the White House, Includ- 
ing President's messages, shall he print- 
ed hi accordance wllh the recommenda- 
tions of n spelling reform committee 
bended by Brainier Matthews of Columbia 
University. 

This committee has published a list of 
."On words In which the spelling Is re- 
formed. This list contains surh words as 
"llit-n" utid "Mm" as the spelling for 
"Ihroush" and "though." 

The President's official snnctlon of this 
reform movement Is regarded ns the most 
effect I vo and speediest method of inaugu- 
rating the new system of spelling through- 
out lhe country, Not only will the print- 
ed documents e tun nn ting from the Presi- 
dent utlllie the reform spelling, but hit 
correspondence nlno will be spelled iu tho 
new style, 

Secretary Loch hns sent for the list of 
.100 words which have been reformed, and 
upon Its arrival will Immed lately order nil 
correspondence of the President and of 
Mm executive force of the White Hon so 
spelled In nccordnuce therewith, As the 
spelling reform committee shall ndopt new 
reforms they will bo nilded to the Presi- 
dent's list nnd nlio to that of the public 
printer. 

While tho order to the prlntrr does not 
contemplate an Immediate reform In the 
spelling of official documents from the ex- 
ecutive departments In Washington, It 
Is regnrded that more thnn likely the re- 
spective hends of the departments will 
fall in line wllh the President's Ideas and 
have their official documents printed In 
lhe new spelling. 

Professor William 11 nnd Browne of the 
Bngllsb department nt Johns Hopkins 
University, who Is one of the compilers 
of tho Standard Dictionary, said regard- 
ing President Itoosevclt's reform in spell- 
lug: 

"Adopting simplified spelling Is not like 
adopting a new system of weights nnd 
measures. In the former one must take 
tome a reu n nt of formation of the language 
K there still exists a tovc for the imilonnl 
tongue. 

"To a certain extent I epproro of some 
reform In spelling, especially in words 
which have bceu misspelled through er- 
roneous etymology, as the word *rhyme,' 
for example. That word originally and 
correctly wns 'rime' nnd there Is some 
justice In changing It. But to chauga 
100 or more words In a language In or- 
der tn mnkc It cosier to spell or more pho- 
netic Is to act without regard to ctymol- 
ogy nnd Is cutting off tho language from 
the past. 

"It brings In my mind that anecdote of 
the man who, from a iter verted feeling for 
his dog's sensibilities, decided that 111 (Mi- 
ting off his dog's lull it was more mercl- 
I nl to cut It off In pieces than It would be 
to remove it nil nt once." 

Among the numerous opinions obtained 
by the London newspapers of Prcsldfrat 
Itoosevclt's order with regard to n reform 
In s|sd)lng. George Itcrnnrd Shnw says : 
"Theie has been nothing like it since Ma- 
homet reformed the calendar by muklng 
the year consist of twelve lunar months. 
It nerves us right. The thing had to be 
tiken in baud somehow anil if we bad re- 
fused to listen to our own experts we 
must make the best of the two energetic 
etna tears who have forced our hands."

Feeding salt to hogs la n mutter up- 
on which little emphasis Is usually put 
but It Is doubtless one of those Impor- 
tant trifles which wa may consider 
with profit Salt Is a normal constit- 
uent of animal tissue and of tho blood, 
ploys an Important part In tho stimu- 
lation' of tho Internal organs and Is the 
source of the chlorine of the hydro- 
chloric acid In tho gastric Juice. It Is 
always present In the urine whether, 
present In tbo food or not, and death 
may bo caused If complete absence of 
salt In the ration obtains during a con- 
siderable time, 



Whether building a stack of grain 
with a fork or "kneeing" every bundle, 
one thing Is necessary to keep the mid- 
dle well filled. If this rulo Is followed 
there will be but Uttlo grain spoiled. 
After ono has reached that point above 
tho "bulge" It will be well to keep the 
middle quite full. 



Young chicks should bo fed regular- 
ly and each should got Kb shore ; this 
Is very Important and should not bo 
overlooked If good results are expected.

Value of llnpc. 

While rape Is a food of undoubted 
valuo to farm stock, and particularly 
so for horses, swine and poultry, much 
care must bo used in feeding It to cows 
nnd sheep, else It Is apt to make trou- 
ble. If cows and sheep ore allowed to 
cat too freoly of It under certain con- 
ditions It will cause bloat particular- 
ly If the rapo Is especially succulent 
or Is damp from rain or dew. The boat 
way tj pasture rapt, and wo consider 
this tho better plan for any farm ani- 
mal, Is to turn them on to It after their 
appetites have been partially satisfied 
with grain or other pasturage. We es- 
pecially like the plan of turning tho 
animals Into tho rape for only an hour 
or -two dally. We give them' what 
grain they have In the morning, then 
turn them on to the rapo for an hour 
aud then back Into tho regular pasture, 
where they remain until the middle of 
the afternoon, when they ore again 
glren nn hour or less In' the rape field. 
The rape has Its worst effect on sheep, 
but In handling -them in the manner 
suggested thcro Is little or no trouble. 



Tramps do not take kindly to bread 
and butter.

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Bklmmllb and flaxseed Jelly is a 
fairly good substitute for natural milk' 
In fattening, calves. Add one pint of 
flaxBced to three quarts of water nnd 
boll twenty minutes, or until it becomes 
Jelly. For a very young calf ubo about 
two tjablcspoonfulB to each feed of 
wnrm skluimllk, and gradually increase 
the quantity of tho mixture, keeping 
the proportion of the Jelly and milk 
about tho same. 

Eight gallons of water por day Is 
tho average quantity required for a 
cow, nnd tho ml Ik glveu is about 87 
per cent water. In some pastures there 
Is no wator, tho cows being supplied 
night and morning, which forces each 
•cow to drink four gallons at a time In 
order to ho supplied. Aa tho cow' docs 
not know that she must drink four gal- 
lone, she may use less and slid will re- 
duce her milk supply accordingly;

Mnklnir Cider. 

Cider-making offers a good opportu- 
nity of saving tho surplus apple* from 
tho home fruit garden, nfter tho best 
have been put Into tho cellar for win- 
ter use, thus making valuable apples 1 
that otherwise would bo thrown away. 
A. bruise which would render an apple 
unfit for storage does not Impair It as 
a source of elder. 

The best elder Is not made from 
sweet apples, or from apples that have 
little Juice, such aa Ben Davis, but 
from good, Juicy, sour kinds, such aa 
Nor them Spy, Baldwin and tbo like. 
It Is often advisable to mix n fow sweet 
apples In with the sour ones to soften 
the taste of the elder, but this Is a mut- 
ter of taste. 

If good specimens of the Northern 
Spy aro used, tho elder will prove on 
expensive luxury. Therefore, any un- 
dersized apples nnd any that become 
bruised In handling may be used. 

For tho mm who intends making 
only a small amount of elder each year 
— enough for consumption In bis own 
housqhold during the winter — a mill 
worked by hand ami pressing the po- 
mace of only two or three bushels of 
apples Is the most practical.. A mil) of 
this sort, will cost anywhere from $10 
up, according to tho size.

It may be safely said 'that any place 
where farmlug, gardening or fruit, rais- 
ing can be successfully followed ls> 
adapted to the profltahlo keeping of 
bees— In a limited way at least, If not 
extensively. . Many, of these localities 
will support extensive apiaries. In ad- 
dition to this there ore, within tho bor< 
dera of the United States thousands of 
good locations for tho nplarlat — forest 
pralrlo swamps and mountain regions— 
where agriculture hns as yet not gained 
a foothold, either beeau»o of remote* 
ness from markets or thu uninviting 
character of soil or climate. . • 

This ' pursuit, mny tilso be followed 
Jn or near townR, and to a limited ex. 
teut.ln lnrgo cities; Tho ability of tin 
bees to. range over areas Inaccessible 
to other farm stock, and to draw their 
sustenance from dense forests, when 
the Umber Ib of the right kind, nnd tho 
freedom which,' because of tholr nature, 
must be accorded them, to pasture, on. 
whatever natural sources aro within 
their range of three or four mljpa, must 
ho token Into' account In estimating the 
possibilities of u locality.

It was 12:07 o'clock when Roy 0. 
West, as chairman of the State Central 
Committee, began' hammering for order, 
and nt 4.07 the motion to adjourn was 
carried. It was a most harmonious con- 
vention. The Deneon program ran through 
without a single mumble, or even it, wab- 
ble. 

The nominations of SmiiUki and Blair, 
the Deuce ii cmillilntos, were made strictly 
In accordance with previous announce- 
ments, on the second ballot in each In- 
stance. It was expected that the univer- 
sity trustees would he named by a eel u mu- 
tton and without opposition, but at tlw 
last minute Walter A. Parker of La 
Grange got Into the field and a roll call 
was necessary.

When "Uncle Joe*' Cannon was put for- 
ward for President there" was an outburst 
of applause. The mention of the names 
of the President the Governor and other 
lenders by . the two speakers of- the day 
brought spirited ro*pous;s, nud when 
Senator Berry spoke of tho "grand ca- 
reer" of Senator Cullom nnd his splendid 
vindication at the polls there was a dem- 
onstration that lasted three minutes, and 
which made every other notable present 
jealous. 

All the convention did was to listen to 
tho speeches of Temporary Chairman 
Berry and Permanent Chairman S hurt- 
le DC and to make the nominations.

NEED TWENTY THOUSAND MEN. 

Canadian NnrtJuvcwl Cannot Har- 
vest Wheat Wllh out Them. 

The whent growers of Manitoba nnd 
Saskatchewan have sent forth a cry to 
the older provinces in the Dominion for 
men to assist them In harvesting this 
year's crop of wheat. The yield will be 
K renter than in any previous season. Cou- 
pled with the yield Is the Incrcnse In acre- 
age and the farmers do not know where 
they will secure sufficient help to harvest 
the crop. 

The Manitoba government estimates 
already In the province will he required 
that fully 20,000 men In addition to thoso 
already in the province will be required 
to care for the crop of whent. The gov- 
ernment hns undertnken to secure men 
from the older provinces, nnd agents have 
been placed in the larger cities with In- 
structions to secure men nnd forward 
them to Winnipeg, from which point they 
will be distributed to the grain centers. 

Tho general prosperity of the country, 
which Insures work for everyone; tho 
heavy demnml for Inborers In western 
Canada and In our own Western States, 
nnd the usual demand for extra men at 
this season of the year for the gathering 
ef the crops, have resulted in on unusual 
shortage of farm help. 



NONCONTIGOUS TRADE LARGE. 



Flflrurt!* for Fl* cat Year Shun- Boil 
ii««i tTlth "Dependencies." 

Trnde of the United States with Its 
non-eon tlguous territories amounted In the 
fiscal year just ended to $110,304,511. A 
bulletin Issued by the Department of Com- 
merce nnd Labor says: 

"The shipments to the non-contiguous 
territories amounted to $01,000,000.07, 
against $43,500,000 In the fiscal year 
1005, this, growth of about SO per cent 
occurring in the shipments to Alaska, Ha- 
waii and Porto Rico, but especially Porto 
Rico, while to the Philippine Islands 
there wns a reduction of about $750,000. 

"Merchandise shipped from the non- 
contiguous territories to the United States 
nmounted to $07,000, GG0.Q7, against $75,- 
250,000 In the preceding year,' this fall oc- 
curing almost exclusively In the ship- 
ments from Hawaii and being due chiefly 
to the decrease In the .value of sugar," 

The value of gold of domestic produc- 
tion shipped from Alaska to the United 
States In 1000 wns $12,500,000, against 
$0,000,000 the preceding yenr, nnd of for- 
eign gold $7,ri00.000, against $10,750,000 
last year, this "foreign" gold being ths

158 DEAD; CELEBRATED JULY 4. 

Medlcnl Jonrnnl Asserts T5 of These 
Died from Tetanus, ' 

One hundred and fifty-eight persons are 
dead as a result of accidents In the Unit- 
ed States during the last celebration of 
tho Fourth of July. Tetanus Is given as 
the cause In seventy- five cases. The total 
number of Injuries reported Is 5,308, the 
largest in four years that statistics have 
been compiled. These figures are given In 
the current issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. A com- 
parison of the total of accidents directly 
due to the toy pistol in tho last four years 
shows a decrease until this year, when 
070 persons were Injured by blank cart- 
ridges. 

The report declares that the greater 
number of minor accidents were due to 
giant firecrackers. Of the Injured twenty- 
two suffered complete loss of sight, seven- 
ty-two one eye, fifty-six legs, arms or 
hands and 227 lingers. 



IlQ.tt to Pnn-Amcrlcnn Cona-ress, 

Secretary of State Root addressed tho 
Pan-American congress nt Rio do Janeiro, 
wlth'a message of good-fellowship and co-' 
operation, which created' a most favorable 
Impression.

Illinois DemocrnU In State conven- 
tion in this city Tuesday, by a vote of 
1,017 to 581, tabled resolutions asking 
for Roger C. SulllYnn's resignation aa 
national committeeman Introduced at 
tho instigation of William J. Bryan. 
They also showed their preference for 
the Chicago leader by electing a new 
State committee which will stand at 
least 27 to 2 for Sullivan and which Is 
absolutely In his control, 

Bryan forbade the convention to pass 
resolutions Indorsing him unless It first 
had purged Itself by taking control of 
the State party machinery away from 
Roger C. Sullivan. 

Warm Ealoarr *>' Brraa. 

The convention elected a State com- 
mittee entirely to Roger Sullivan's lik- 
ing and then cheerfully passed these 
resolutions advocating Bryan as the 
next presidential candidate: 

"Por President of the United State* 
In 1D0S the Democrats of Illinois first 
and last have but one choice and that 
man Is William Jennings Bryan. 

"In this period of official hypocrisy, 
political corruption nnd cowardly sur- 
render of principles to expedients wher- 
ever Republicanism holds swny, Will- 
lam Jennings Brynn towers above all 
Americans ns fittest to lead In tbo fight 
to rescue our government from tho 
bonds of special Interests and restore it 
to all the people. 

"Tho Democracy of Illinois eagerly 
looks forward to 1008 for the opportun- 
ity to join with sister States in nomi- 
nating and triumphantly electing him 
President of the United States. 

'Tho time calls for a President of 
Bryan's merit, sincerity, and political 
philosophy." 

Mr. Bryan commanded the conven- 
tion to pass a resolution declaring Rog- 
er Sullivan unfit to hold the office of 
national committeeman from Illinois. 
In obedienco thereto the following reso- 
lution was presented to the gathering : 

"Resolved, That this convention now 
request that Roger C. Sullivan resign 
his position as national committeeman 
of this State." 

The convention promptly put this res- 
olution on the table by a rote of 1,058 
to C70, with 61 dclegaacs not voting. 

Almost Illot ns Climax. 

Orderly as the previous part of the 
convention was declared to be, the vote 
upon the nntl-Sutllvan resoltlon wns at- 
tended by scenes that frequently stop- 
ped a little short of a riot The tu- 
multwas so constant that the announce- 
ment of the vote was often completely 
drowned out, the nlslcs and area in 
front of the platform were filled with 
surging masses of combative and swel- 
tering delegates, and numerous band to 
band encounters between the warring 
factions took place 

The adoption of the report of the 
committee on the selection of commit- 
teemen at large wns hardly less impor- 
tant to the Sullivan men than the ta- 
bling of the resolution asking for their 
lender's resignation. It gives them ab- 
solute control of tbe State committee 
by so large a majority that It 1b hope- 
less to wrcBt It from them. 

Nomination* Without Disorder. 

Outside of the fight over the Sulli- 
van resolution and tho, adoption of tbe 
committee report tbe convention was a 
quiet affair. Tbo nomination of tho 
candidates was a matter, of but Uttlo 
moment 

Two were placed In the field for 
State Trea surer, John A, White, aC Pe- 
oria, and X, L. Plotrowskl. Plotrowskl 
was the choice a' Cook County, but got 
little ass Is t» nee from outside until tho 
end, when enough couutlcs changed 
their votes to give him tho nomination. 

The nomination of Miss Caroline 
Grote, of Pike County, for Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction afforded nn 
opportunity for a novel demonstration. 
She was given a reception In which nil 
tbe delegates joined, tho Incident being 
ono which Miss Grote la notillkely to 
forget for years. 

The nominations for theposltlons of 
university trustees wero made without 
trouble. D. R, Cameron nnd John 8.. 
Cunep, of Cook County, and .Clnra P. 
Borland, of Peer In, were given " the 
places on the ticket without a 'contest 

The platform wub also adopted with- 
out a struggle. It met tho require- 
ments of all factions. It declared for 
tariff reform, attacked tho attitude of 
tho Republican Congress and President 
Roosevelt toward tho beef tnist and tho' 
robnte bills arid In general denounced 
the policy of the national administra- 
tion,
